Municipal Company's Contracts As- 
signed to the Edison Company. 


The Latter Is the General Electric Co 
of New York. 


FULL POWER OF THE TRUST GRIP ON 
| ST. LOUIS NOW SHOWN. 


Mr. Owen Ford, Formerly an Employe of 
the General Miectric Co., Reveals the 
Extent of the Monopoly—He Says It 
Embraces the Thomson - Houston, Fort 
Wayne, Edison, Brush, Excelsior, 
Taylor and Local Gas Companies—The 
Gehner Opposition. 


The Electric Trust which now controls 
city and private lighting in St. Louis filed its 
first formal announcement to the Public with 
the City Register this morning. It was 
the notice of the assignment of the 
Municipal company’s contract to the Edison 
Illuminating. Co., the organization title 
under which the General Electric Co. of New 
York now operates in this town. 

The document bears date Oct. 
It is signed dy tLouls J. Holthaus, 
then President of the Municipal Co., 
and Fred L. Garesche, its then Secretary, and 
by John J. Taussig, the Vice-President of the 
Edison Co., and by John G. Kelly, its then 
Secretary. 

The contracts assigned are 2,176, made by 
Charles Sutter with the city March 
18, 188%, for lighting the southern 
district for ten years from Jan. 1, 1893, 
and contract 2,178 with the same party for 
lighting the Northern District of the city for 
the same period. The assignment protects 
the Municipal company from all actions for 
damages or from costs accruing therefrom, 
while the Municipal company grants to the 
Edison company all rights and privileges 
which may accrue or now exist. City Coun- 
selor Marshall approved of the transfer and 
it was recorded. 

THE GEHNER OPPOSITION. 

The fight on the trust by August Gehner 
who readily signed the Edison Uluminating 
Co.’s bond together with James CampbDell, 
but signed it only as a matter of cold busi- 
ness and more protection, is growing 
very interesting, A meeting of 
Mr. Gebner’s six friends was held 
inthe rooms ofthe st. Louis Brewing Asso- 
elation and the first steps were taken. A 
list ofeighty-two persons who dave, with- 
out solicitation, expressed themselves as 
anxious to take stock in the Consumery’ 


company

‘*The question of the franchise,’’ said Mr. 
Gehner this morning, is not sodifficult. We 
appointed a committee to look into exisiing 
electric ordinances, but a party came to me 
last night and offered mea franchise which, 
he says, is active and well adapted to our 
purpose. We aan have it for nothing or we 
can pay a hundred or two for it. As to 
electrical apparatus, we shall be able to get 
just what we wish outside of the trust. Two 
letters I have assure me of this. Evenif we 
have to go before the Municipal Assembly, 
we shall go with half the town as our stock- 
holders, and it coesn’ t seem to me that we 
can fail. We haven't got the boodlers up 
there now we once Dad. 

The Acting Secretary, George Brandt, of 
the Board of Public Improvements, believes 
that a consumers’com pany will be considered 
as a private individual r toe a private 
illuminating plant and will require nothing 
but the consent of the City Lighting Commit- 
tee of the board tojplans submitted, when it 
may ahead, orit may come in uncer a 
bond to guarantee the carrying out of 
a general ordinance after getting approval of 
the plans. In this event 2% per cent of its 
gross earnings will go to the city. 

Mr. Gehner, however, believes an ordi- 
nance is necessary unless the franchise of- 
fered him is O. K. 

A POWERFUL TRUST. 

The trust itself, whose formation is put 
now fully realised, is of vaster magnitude 
than the beer trast or the cracker 
— or even the sugar trust. The 

way it can be beaten dy 
private eonsumers is the way proposed by 
Hr. Gehner. Ihe only way that the city can 
throw itis by going into electric lightin — 
self. The contracts assigned to-day wil 
carried out for no other reason than the fact 
that their abrogation by the forfeiture of 
$50,000 would be the means of forcing the 
city into immediate erection of its -own 
electric plant. That such a proceeding 
would be profitabie is now absolutely de- 
monstrable by the results of ample experi- 
ents.

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RATES RAISED 


Amportant Action. 


From 20 to 80 Per Cent. 


COMPANIES CLAIM TO HAVE BEEN OPER- 
ATING AT A BIG Loss. 


Insurance Commissionsr Waddill Con- 
firms the statements of Agents About 
Poor Business—President Waterworth 
Now Hard at Work on a Revision of 
the Schedule. 


The long threatened advance in St. Louis 
rates for fife insurance of all kinds is 
now a settied fact. At a meet- 
ing of i the St. Louis Board of 
Underwriters yesterday afternoon same 
very radical changes were authorized, in- 
cluding a material advancein rates, which 
will come as a surprise to property 
holders and those carrying insurance 
in this city. The full extent and actual 
nature of the advance cannot be positively 
ascertained untilthe new schedule is made 
public, but insurance men generally through- 
out the city estimate that it will consist of an 
increase of from 20 to 80 per cent on the rate 
for risks of every Kind. 

Such a change as the one made has been 
contemplated for many months past. For 
several years almost all the fire in- 
surance companies in the United States 
have deen doing business at an 


actual loss on Fp em written up. Missouri 
has been one of the worst States in the Union 
in this respect, the percentage of loss in this 
State deing considerably larger than the av- 
erage. 

During the present year the losses have 
amounted to much more than usual. Experts 
protest that the present year is the worst 
ever encountered, A great number of com- 
—— have withdrawn altogether from 

usiness in this State, and many 
others have threaiened to follow suit 
unless some changétotheir advantage was 
made. Local agents were naturally unwill- 
ing to raise the rates, since an increase 
would to a certain extent decrease the 
amount of business written up. The im- 
possibility, however, of continulng at a loss 
at last forced them to act, and at yesterday’s 
meeting the agreement on the change in the 
schedule involving an increase in rates was 
unanimous. 


CLAIM THEY CANNOT ESTIMATE.

CURRENCY LEGISLATION, 

The recent repeal of so much of ithe act of 
July 14, 1890, as required the, Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase silver bullion and issue 
Treasury notes in payment for it, makes 
such a radical change in the policy of the 
Government respecting the currency of the 
country that until its effects are more fully 
developed 1 do not consider it advisable to 
recommend farther specific legislation upon 
that subject. 

As already shown in this report, the 
amount of money in the country outside of 
the Treasury on tue lst day of December 
1898, was $112,404,947 greater than the amoun 
outstanding on the ist day of November, i892. 
This vast increase in the volume of outstand- 
ing currency, notwithstanding the enormous 
exports of gold during the year, is the result 
of several Causes, among which may be men- 
tioned the issue of Treasury notes for pur- 
chase of silver bullion, the excess of public 
expenditures over receipts, the additional 
circulation called for by the national banks 
during the late financial stringency and the 
large imports of gold, which amounted dur- 
ing the months of July. August, September 
and October, 1898, to the sum of $55, 785,526. 

Thatthe amount of money in the country 
is greater than is required for the transac- 
tion of the business of the people at this time 
is conclusively shown , the fact that it has 
accumulated, andis still accumulating, in 
the financial centers to such an extent as to 
constitute a serious embarrassment to the 
banks in which it is deposited, many of 
which are holding large sums ataloss. This 
excessive accumulation of currency at par- 
ticular points is caused by the fact that 
there is no such demand for it elsewhere as 
will enable the banks and other 
institutions to which it belongs to 
loan it to the people at remunerative rates, 
and it will continue until the business of the 
country has more fully recovered from the 
Gepressingeffects of the recent foancial 
disturbances. Money does not create busi- 
ness, but business creates a demand for 
money and until there is such a revival of in- 
dustry trade as to require the use ofthe cir- 
culating medium now outstanding, it would 
be hagardous to arbitrarily increase its value 
by law, orto make material changes in is 
character by disturoing in any manner the 
relations which its different forms ‘now bees 
to each other. In the meantime it will 
be the duty of all who have power to infiu- 
ence the course of events or to assist by 
legislation or otherwise, in the solution of 
the grave questions presented by the altered 
condition of our monetary system to care- 
fully consider the whole subject in all its 
aspects, in order that it may be permanently 
disposed of by the adoption ofa simple and 
comprehensive system, which will, as far as 
possible, relieve the Goveroment of the obil- 
gations resting upon it now and at the me 
time secure forthe ase of the ur- 
rency uniform in value and in 
amount. 

The unsatisfactory condition of the cur- 
rency legislation bas been for many years 
the ceuse ofsuch discussion and disquietude 
among the people and although one great 
disturbing element has been removed there 
still remain such inconsistencies inthe laws 
and such differences between the forms and 
qualities of the various kinds of currency in 
structed, and the Treasury Department is 
constantly embarrassed in conducting the 
fiscal operations of the Government. 

There are now in Circulation nine different 
kinds of currency, allexcept two Deing de- 
pendent directly or indirectly upon the credit 
ofthe United states. One statute required 
the Secretary of the Treasury to redeem the 
old legal tender notes in coin on presenta- 
tion and another compels him to reissue 
them so that, no matter how often they are 
redeemed they are never actually paid and 
extinguished. of July 11, 
18, provides tho Treasury 
payment for bullion shali be 
redeemed in gold or silver coin at the discre- 
tion of the tecretary and when so redeemed 
may be reissued. But the same act also pro- 
vides that no greater or less amount of such 
notes shallbe outstanding atany time than 
the cost of the silver bullion, and the stand- 
ard silver dollars coined therefrom than held 
inthe Treasury purchased by such notes, 
and, consequently, when these notes are re- 
deemed with silver coined from the bullion 
ey — under the act, they cannot 


ade 


reissued but must be retired and 
canceled, for, otherwise, there would 
be a greater amount of notes 
outstanding than the cost of the bullion and 
coined dollars then held in the Treasury.’ 
In He manner notes to the amount of $2,625, - 
$64 have been retired and cancelled since 
August last, and standard silver dollars have 
taken their places in the circulation. If re- 
deemed in gold coin the notes might de law- 
fully retired or reissued in the discretion of 
the Secretary; but the conditiop of the 
Treasury has deen and is now such that 
practically no discretion exists and for the 
reason that the necessities of the public serv- 
ice and the requirements of the coin reserve 
compel him to reissus6 them in defraying the 
expenses of the Government or in procuring 
coin to replenish that fund. 


SILVER COIN AND SILVER CERTIFICATES. 


One of the principal difficulties encountered 
by the lreasury Department resuits from the 
Indisposition of the pudiie to retain standard 
silver dollars ang silver certificates in circu- 
lation, It requires constant effort upon the 


art of the Treasury officials to prevent 
he certificates especially from accumu- 
lating in the Sub-treasuries 

the exclusion of legal 
currency. Why this ould be the ease, 
is not easily understood, for, although these 
certificates are not legal tender in toe pay 
ment of private debts, they are N. the acts 
ot 178 and 1886, made receivable for all 
public dues, and bythe act of * 12, 1682, 
national banks are authorized to hold them 
as part of their lawfal reserves. 
With the policy of maintaining equality in 
the exchangeable value of allour currency 
firmly established, and the further 
accumulation of silver bullion 
arrested there is no substantial 
reason wh the silver certicates 
should not be as favorably received and as 
liberally treated by the public as any other 
form of note in circulation; and, for the 
purpose of creating a greater demand for 
their permanent use in the daily transactions 
of the people I have directed that as far as 
the law permits, and as rapidily as the op- 
portunity is afforded, the amount of such 
certificates of denominations less than $10 
shall be incrsased by substituting them for 
larger ones to be retired, and thatthe small 
Genominations of other kinds of currency 
shall be retired as they are received into the 
Treas „ and larger ones substitat in 
their ces. There are now outstanding 
United States legal tender notes to the 
amount of $67,944,941 in denominations less 
than $10; the Treasury notes issued under the 
act of 1890 of denominations less than $10, 
$64,688,489, And national bank notes $68,381,916. 
There, is press authority in the act of 
Aug. & 1886, to substitute small silver cer- 
tificates for larger ones, and the Secretary of 
the Treasur has power to make such 
chen.gep os af deem pooper in the de- 
nomipations of the treasury notes, ued 
under of July 14, 1890, but 88, 
inthe 6 civil pproprlation act.

REVISION OF THE REVENUFR LAWS. 

The necessity for a comprehensive revision 
of our tariff laws in the interests of greater 
industrial and commercia) freedom need not 
be urged at great length upon the present 
Congress, One branch of which has been ro- 


cently chosen by the people with that object 
distinctly in view; nor would it be appropri- 
ate here to Giscuss to any considerable ex- 
tent the jagh ty — alterations that ought to 
be made in the free and dutiable schedules in 
order to make the revision conform to the 
requirements Of the situation, because the 
proper committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives is engaged in the preparation of a 
measure which will probsbly be presented 
for the consideration of that body before this 
report is made. But it is not improper, un- 
Ger the circumstances, to submit some sug- 
gestions upon the general principles involved 
nh such legislation and the dest methods of 
them ihn order to secure, as 
possible, equality in the dis- 
burdens of taxation and 
avoid as far as ssibie the taxation of one 
citizen for the neut of another, or of one 
class for the benefit of another. The on! 
prope: purpose for which taxes can be levie 
and collected by the United States is to raise 
revenue for the support ofthe public service 
and the payment of public obligations, and 
it follows as a plain matter of justice that no 
citizen should be required to contribute more 
than his equal share towards the accomplish- 
ment of these ends. While absoluté equality 
is not attainable under any system of 
taxation that can be devised, it is 
possible to correct the flagrant inequalities 
which characterize our existing legislation: 
and in doing so it is the imperative duty o 
those who are charged with the responsibil- 
ity of making the revision to select such sub- 
jects for taxation and prescribe such meth- 
ods of assessment and collection as will se- 
cure the necessary means for the support of 
the Government with the least possible in- 
jury toany partof the people, but without 
regard tothe groundless apprehensions or 
unreasonable opposition of selfish interests. 
The equal distribution of the burdens of 
taxation depends not alone upon the rates of 
duty imposed upon the different articles but 
largely upon the manner in which the amount 
of duty iguscertained and fixed by the law.

form, and the question whether it should be 
computed upon the weight, quantity, num. 
ber of dimensions ofthearticié or upon its 
actual value, is one which les at the very 
foundution of every proposition to impose 
taxes, and upon Its determination depends to 
a great extent the justice or * Of every 
revenue measure. The imposition of specific 
or compound rates of duty is so inconsistent 
with the true principles of just taxation that 
nothing but the plainest necessity can justify 
pit in au case, unless in a few excep- 
tional instances, where all the articles taxed 
at the same Specific rate are so nearly equal 
in value thatthe danger of unjust discrim- 
ination is not greater than it would be if an 
official valuation were required. It is mani- 
festiy unjust to compe! one citizen to pay the 
same amount of tuxation ona yard of cloth 
worth $1 that another citizen pays on 
a a of cloth worth $5. In 
such a case it is evident that 
one has been taxed too much for the support 
ofthe Government or the other has been 
taxed too little and the law has not dealt 
fairly with them in @ matter which affects 
the equality of their Mights and duties as 
Citizens. A tariff isa tax upon consumption 
and the condition of those who are compelled 
by poverty of means to purchase and use the 
coarser and cheaper grades of s shouid 
certainly prot them against unjust dis- 
criminations, 6ven if it does not entitle him 
to some measure of exemption from the ex- 
actions of government. 


THE TRUE AMBXICAN SYSTEM, 
Taxation, according to value does injustice 
to no one unless the rates are too high or are 
unequally adjusted upon articles of the same 
general character and utility. It is distinatiy 
the American system of taxation and is recog- 
nigedas just aod equitable by the people in 


all the States in their laws for the assessment 
and the collection of local revenues upon the 
ad valorem Dasis. It is not probable that any 
other method would be tolerated in any State 
of the Union where the taxis imposed solely 
for the purpose of raising. revenue with no 
incidental or ulterior object in View affecting 
the public health or morals; and it woud 
never have been tolerated in our federal leg - 
islation, except in rare instances,if the use of 
the taxing power had been limited to the 
real purpose for which it was delegated. As 
ameans of concealing from the tax-payer 
the usual preportion which the charge upon 
| his earnings bears tothe value of the taxed 
article specific and compound rates have 
been for man ears ingeniously employed 
to mask and twate a system which sub- 
ordinates the interests of the Government to 
the exactions of private individuals and cor- 
porations engaged in particular Industries 
and trades. But the objections urged against 
the ad valorem system of tariff taxation are 
not generally based pon the proposition 
that it lacks the element of justice or 
equality but usual upon the grounds 
that it is dimicult of administration. 
and that it furnishes strong inducements for 
the commission of frauds and ori apes in 
order to secure the false valuations of im- 
rted s. While there is some force in 
his contention, 1am not able to see how un- 
equal ta jon can be justified upon the 
ground that the burdens upon the people 
ought to be increased in order that the lavors 
of public officials may be diminished, or that 
the honest citizen should be punished in or- 
der to prevent the dishonest one fron at- 
tempting to violate the law. 

But the dificuities of administration have 
always been greatly exaggerated, and so sar 
as they really existed in former times, have 
now been much diminished by our increased 
facilities for ascertaining market values in 
other countries and by this improved organ- 
igation of our customs service, The markets 
ofthe world have been brought so near to 
each other by the use of steam and elec- 
tricity that as to all staple articles, especial 
ly t is not now much more Gdifficult to tind 
their cost or value abroad than at home 
and if under these cireums t shall 
de demonstrated that 1 — intelli-

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instance, on woolen of worsted cioths, 
shawls and certain other manufactures of

FREE RAW MATERIAL. 

Raw and partially raw materials constitute 
the basis of all our manufacturing and 
mechanical Industries, and unless our in- 
dustrial establishments can procure them 


upon substantially the same terms as their 
competitors disewheré they must continue 
to be seriously impeded in their efforts to 
supply the home market with their fnished 
pr ucts, and wholly unable to extend their 
rade to other countries, except as to certain 
commodities in the manufacture of which 
they have peculiar aptitude or employ 
superior machinery. 

Taxes upon materials used in our shops 
and factories are especially objectionabie on 
account of the fact that they multiply them.- 
selves many times before the finished article 
reaches the hands of the consumer, and thus 
impose a burden aitogether disproportionate 
to the benefits supposed to be conferred 
upon the producer by the so-called protec- 
tive system. A ‘tax upon iron and wool 
necessitates a still higher rate upon all forms 
of manufactured iron and steel, and upon 
all kinds of woolen goods; and 
these progressive Increases in rates are piled 
one upon another at every stage of the man- 
ufacturing process until the completed arti- 
cle is ready forsale and consumption. The 
PP Oo Tw Teo Very arr pr ˙² . m to mA 
so grBat that our mantfatturers can neither 
exciude their foreign competitors from our 
own markets nor share their trade in the 
markets of other countries, while the Ameri- 
can consumer is compelled to reimburse the 
increased outlay caused by the tax witha 
percentage of profit added. 

If the world’s store of raw materials were 
as accessible to the American workingmen 
asit is to his competitorsin other manu- 
fracturing countries, his superior 
skill, sobriety, and industrioushabits would 
enable him, without artificial aid, to supply 
many parts of the world where his products 
are now never seen with machinery, imple- 
ments and various kinds of textile brics of 
such qualities and at such prices as would 
exelude ali competition and create a demand 
for large increase of our productive forces, 
With free raw materials as a permanent 
feature of our revenue legisiation, the de- 
mand for labor would steadily grow with 
the extension of trade, while enlarged op- 
portunities for the fitabie investment of 
capital would stimulate the spirit of enter- 
prise among thegpeople and greatly 
diminish the danger of periodical suspen- 
sions, lock-outs and strikes, which have in 
recent years 80 seriously laterrupted our in- 
dustrial progress. 

Nearly allied to the policy of free raw 
materials is that of cheapening the neces- 
saries of life for the masses of the people. 
Legislation which Gafinecessarily increases 
the cost of living is wholly without justifica- 
tion or excuse, and in the revision of our 
revenue djaws this objectionable policy 
should be wholly discarded in the interest of 
both labor and capital. 80 long as the Gov- 
ernment maintains a system dt taxation 
which affects the prices of commodities in 
the markets, it should be so applied as to 
exempt, or Dear as lightly as possibile 22 
those articles which @ essential to the 
heaith and comfort of the people, such as 
food, clothing and shelter, and upon 
the. tools and implements of trade 
employed by labor in earning the means of 
subsistence. Luxuries and articles of tast 
and ‘fashion, the use of which is entirely ¥ol- 
untary, are proper subjects of taxation un- 
der any system ot raisiag revenue, and upon 
theserates may very properiy be placed at 
the highest revenue. Sach taxes do not 
usuaily “wy “TY bardship upon those who 
pay them, but taxes.that diminish the pur- 
chasing power of labor’s wages in procuring 
the necessaries ot lite strike atthe founda- 
tions of the social system, because the ma: 
terial welfare of ail wr committees depends 
in d large measu apon the prosperity 
and contentment of those who Jabor in some 
form for their own support. 


ESTIMATES OF REVENUE.
